THE DECLINATION OF THE COMPASS NEEDLE 
JANUARY, 1927 

The declination of the compass needle at any place along a grey line is the 
declination given on that grey line. At other places the declination is between 
those shown on the neighbouring grey lines; thus because McMurray, Alta., is 
halfway between the two grey lines marked N, 28°E. and N, 30°E., the declina- 
tion of the compass needle is N.29°E, The declination of the compass needle 
is annually decreasing 6.0 at Edmonton, Alta; 0'5 at Prince Rupert, B.C.; 4/9 
at Fort Reliance, N.W.T., and 0/2 at McPherson, N.W.T.; while it is increasing 
06 at Good Hope, N.W.T
